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There are twenty-eight deaf-mutes 

in Dubuque Pity, and sixteen in Du- 
buque County, making forty-four in 
all. One, Miss Huheck, has grown up 
to be forty years old without any edu- 
cation. Another one in the country 
is twenty years old and uneducated. 
His brother-in-law uses him for Selfish 
purposes, not paying him anything for 
his labor. lie is being imposed upon 
in his ignorance. This is one reason 
for starting a school here for their 
benefit, .lust across the great .Missis- 
sippi River from Dubuque is the state 
line between Illinois and Wisconsin, 
.lust across the State line in 
Wisconsin is the town of Sinsinawa. 
where the United States military force 

was stationed under General George 

W. Jones to guard the frontier, and 
to protect the white settler in the great 
lead mines before and after the year 
1888, Over there resides an uneducat- 
ed deaf lady, whose father is a rich 
farmer, and it is Strange he has never 
given her an education. There are 

several others, who are partly educat- 
ed either in Catholic schools or in 
deaf schools, but their education is 
not complete or finished, so as to get 
alone in the world unassisted and in- 
telligent ly. 

There is another deaf man here, now 
si x lyt wo years old, who lost his hearing 
at the age of forty, and yet he can 
read both English and ( ierman papers, 
lie can speak both languages, but no 
one can talk to him, as he cannot write 
or read writing. lie is a native of 
Switzerland. 

In li89, .Julen Du Bnque settled 

here, and worked in t ht'lead mines, lie 
came from Canada with companions, 
lie was a friend of the Indians, who 
treated him kindly. He died in 1S10, 
and was buried on one of the great 
hills, south of the city. There is no 
monument to mark his last resting 

place. 

Across the river in Illinois near 
the State line is the city of Fast 
Dubuque, formerly Dunleith. Two 
great bridges span the river here, one 
for the railroads, and one for wagons 
and foot-passengers. 

There is a deaf-mute from here, Mr. 
Adams, now employed in the Smith- 
sonian Institute at Washington City. 
His father, Captain Adams, isanat- 
iornev-al-law here. lie has over one 
hundred and fifty liquor eases in court, 
where he is trying to crush the liquor 
traffic under the prohibition laws of 
Iowa. ll is a herculean task, but if 
he succeeds, he will wear a crown set 
with diamonds. If he fails, the saloon 
men will glorify in their triumph. It 
will be a hard Btruggle, as the saloon 
men will light with all their energy, 
and might, with money, did'eat the 
law. Mr. Adams will be satisfied 
that he has the law on his side.
